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COOPERATIVE  MICROFILMING  OF  LAND-GRANT  AGRICULTURAL  PUBLICATIONS: 
A STATUS  REPORT,  1982 

The  National  Agricultural  Library  (NAL)  implemented  in  1974  a 
program  to  film  the  documents,  bulletins,  circulars,  reports  and 
other  land-grant  documents  upon  the  recommendation  of  a users  and 
librarians  advisory  group  (ALIN  3(12)  Dec.  1977).  The  primary 
purposes  of  this  project  then  and  now  are: 

1.  Provide  an  archival  film  record  of  agricultural  and 
forestry  activities  at  the  land-grant  and  cooperating 
forestry  institutions  before  some  of  the  rapidly 
deteriorating  paper  becomes  too  fragile  to  handle. 

2.  Provide  for  the  retirement  of  bulky  sets  of  files  for  the 
older  and  much  less  used  materials.  With  many  libraries 
facing  space  shortages,  this  has  proven  valuable  for  the 
discarding  of  any  state's  old  publications  and  the 

sub  stitution  of  film. 

3.  Provide  wider  access  to  this  material  so  requestors  of 
documents  and  institutions  wishing  more  complete  serial 
runs  can  obtain  them. 

The  NAL  launched  this  cooperative  program  and  batches  its  funds 
with  land-grants  to  microfilm  these  documents.  The  documents  of 
33  states  have  been  filmed.  Since  1974,  a total  of  1,334,560 
frames  have  been  microfilmed  at  a cost  of  $243,622.

An  agreement  was  signed  in  1981  with  the  Universities  of  Delaware 
and  Maryland,  Cornell  and  Rutgers  Universities,  and  with 
Pennsylvania  State  University  for  the  cooperative  microfilming  of 
their  agricultural  documents  which  is  now  underway.  Pennsylvania 
State  is  the  regional  coordinating  institution  for  this  group  of 
Mid-Atlantic  states.  This  effort  will  record  an  estimated 
635,000  pages  from  these  five  states  in  late  1 983.  Graphics 
Microfilm  is  the  contractor. 

This  microfilm  collection  is  not  only  a valuable  tool  for  the 
researcher  concerned  with  specific  decades  or  trends,  regional 
matters,  and  agricultural  experiments  and  developments,  but  it 
also  contains  details  whichmake  it  a practical  reference  tool 
for  the  farmer  in  his  daily  tasks,  his  family,  and  every  lay 
person  both  young  and  old  in  his  day-to-day  life.

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ASSOCIATES  OF  NAL  ESTABLISH  FUND  FOR 
ACQUISITION  OF  RARE  OR  SPECIAL  WORKS 

At  the  annual  meeting  on  July  23,  1 982, 
The  Associates  of  the  National 
Agricultural  Library  voted  to  establish 
a fund  for  the  acquisition  of  rare  and 
special  collections  of  the  National 
Agricultural  Library.  For  many  years 
the  Library  has  found  that  acquisitions 
funding  was  not  available  for  very 
expensive  works  which  could  enhance  the 
research  value  of  existing  collections. 
Desired  works  of  historical, 
scientific,  and  often  artistic  value, 
which  are  scarce  or  rare,  command 
higher  prices.  Frequently,  new 
publications  are  also  high  priced 
because  of  unusual  characteristics  of 
the  publications  or  of  the  processes 
used  in  producing  them.  It  is  the 
objective  of  the  Associates  to  raise 
funds  to  acquire  such  works  for  the 
Library. 

On  July  23  The  Associates  also 
authorized  the  establishment  of  a fund- 
raising conmittee  and  charged  the 
committee  as  its  first  project  to  raise 
funds  to  acquire  the  Banks' 

Flovilegium.  This  work  will  eventually 
cost  approximately  $100,000,  and  is 
being  published  for  the  first  time  in 
34  parts  over  seven-year  period  from 
1981  to  1 987.  It  is  the  goal  of  the 
committee  to  raise  enough  funds  to 
acquire  the  eight  parts  already 
published  as  soon  as  possible,  and  to 
guarantee  a subscription  to  the 
remaining  twenty-six  parts.  The 
committee  also  seeks  to  establish  an 
additional  reserve  of  funds  which  can 
be  utilized  for  acquisition  of  other 
works  as  they  are  recommended  and  found 
worthy  of  Associates'  sponsorship.

BANKS'  FLORILEGIUM 


After  two  centuries  of  near  inaccessibility 
a collection  of  famous  masterpieces  in  the 
art  of  botanical  illustration  and  the 
record  of  an  equally  famous  plant 
exploration  voyage  is  being  published 
complete  for  the  first  time. 

The  Banks’  Flovilegium,  published  byAlecto 
Historical  Editions  in  association  with  the 
British  Mu  seum,  Natural  History  Department, 
consists  of  738  plates  of  botanical 
engravings  recording  the  plants  collected 
by  Joseph  Banks  and  Daniel  Carl  Solander  on 
Captain  James  Cooks'  first  voyage  around 
the  world,  1 768-1  771  . 


The  young  Joseph  Banks,  Esq.,  a wealthy 
Fellow  of  the  Royal  Society,  conceived, 
funded,  staffed,  and  participated  in  all 
aspects  of  the  botanical  expedition.  The 
artist  of  the  expedition  was  Sydney 
Parkinson,  whose  method  was  to  make  field 
sketches  of  the  plants  being  collected  in 
pencil  with  enough  color  and  notes  to  do  a 
complete  watercolor  later.  He  completed 
280  of  the  900  intended  drawings  before  he 
died  of  fever  at  Batavia  on  the  return 
voyage.  Using  Parkinson's  notes,  detailed 
pencil  and  watercolor  sketches,  and  the 
specimens  collected,  five  other  artists 
were  able  to  complete  the  work  under  the 
supervision  of  Banks  and  Solander;  they 
were  Thomas  Burg  is,  John  Cl  eve  ley,  John 
Frederick  Miller,  J ame  s Mi  I I e r , and 
Frederick  Polydore  Nodder. 


From  1 771  -1  784  Banks  funded  and  supervised 
the  engraving  of  at  least  743  copperplates 
from  the  completed  watercolors.  The 
principal  engravers  were  Daniel  MacKenzie, 
G.  Sibelius,  and  Gabriel  Smith,  who 
produced  three  quarters  of  these  fine 
engravings.  The  remainder  were  created  by 
fifteen  other  engravers. 


Originally,  about  three  sets  of  black  ink 
impressions  were  made  from  the  plates,  and 
Banks  sent  proofs  of  some  plates  to  other 
botanists.  A few  selected  plates  were  used 
either  directly  or  by  photolithography  to 
produce  three  limited  edition  works  [n 
black  ink  prior  to  the  present  work. 
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AGRICOLA  USERS'  GROUP

in  Philadelphia,  July  13.  This  was  the 
first  meeting  held  under  the  sponsor- 
ship of  the  Associates  of  NAL,  Inc. 

Charles  Gilreath,  Texas  A&M  University, 
was  elected  interim  chairman  and  Harry 
Dewey,  Vice-President  of  the  Associates 
NAL,  Inc.  and  a member  of  its  Board  of 
Directors,  was  elected  interim 
secretary. 

Charles  Gilreath  selected  members  for  a 
nominating  committee  and  a corrmittee  to 
draft  a charter  for  the  Group.  Program 
planning  activities  will  also  be  under- 
way for  future  meet  i ng  s. 

Wallace  C.  Olsen  was  introduced  and 
spoke  on  the  topic  "AGRICOLA  Adjunct 
Files."  He  also  requested  input 
concerning  the  one  day  meeting 
dedicated  to  discussion  of  the 
Cooperative  Library  System  which  will 
be  part  of  the  Associates'  October 
symposium  to  be  held  at  the  National 
4-H  Center  in  Chevy  Chase,  MD.  A 
lively  discussion  of  the  idea  of  a 
single  umbrella  adjunct  file  into  which 
various  specialized  files  could  appear 
followed.  Olsen  distributed  a 

descriptive  list  of  potential  adjunct 
sub  f i I e s. 

Vincent  Aitro,  of  the  U.S.  Forest 
Service,  suggested  that  the  Users' 

Group  might  have  a Policy  Committee  to 
consider  other  such  files  especially 
the  many  specialized  files  developed  by 
faculty  and  researchers  at  the  land- 
grant  sc  hool  s.
